WASHINGTON (AP)-The Ken- 


nedy administration is doing an 
astonishing job—without anyi com- 
plaint from Russia—of telling the 
world the United States is far 
more powerful1 than the Soviets. 


Top men in the administration, 


in testimony before Senate com- 
mittees considering the limited 
nuclear test ban treaty, have pro 
claimed one after another Ameri- 
can nuclear superiority. 


And not a word from Premier 


Khrushchev. 


From Geneva The Associated 


Press reported 
that diplomatic 


sources said Russia last week 
'promised this country it would not 
try to exploit in any way Senate

treaty. 


This kind of Russian coopera- 


tion,, to get American approval ol 
a' treaty which Russia wants as 
much as the Kennedy administra 
tion, is probably unprecedented 
at least in recent history. 


Russian agreement to the treaty 


is' even more unusual—if it, too 
thinks the United States has such 
superiority—since the treaty, b> 
banning all tests except under 
ground,, makes Russian efforts to 
catch up more difficult. 


'Together the Senate hearing: 
and debate will take perhaps a 
month or more. That's a long 
time for Khrushch'ev to keep qui 
et while the United States goes 
unchallenged in tell'ing the work 
Russia is second-best. 


This silence can hardly last for 


ever and probably won't 
anj 


longer than it takes the Senate t 
give its approval. Russia rhigh 
make that approval much rribr 
doubtful

Russia Raps Both 
China and U.S. 


MOSCOW (AP>—The Sovct Un- 


ion accused both the United Stales 
and Red China today of working 
against peace. 


The official party organ Pravda 


suggested that the Chinese were 
trying to promote a war between 
the1 Unite'd1 States and -the Soviet 
Union. 


The military newspaper Kras- 


naya Vzezcla accused ruling cir- 
cles of the United Stales of taking 
a two-faced attitude toward the 
nuclear test ban treaty. 


Therefore, he said, the agree- 


ment would "at '.east retard So- 
viet progress and prolong the dur- 
ation of our technological super- 
iority." He went even further. He 
expressed the opinion that the in 
crease in American superiority 
over the last four years probably 
made the Soviet Union decide to 
agree to the test ban. 


Next came Gen. Maxwell D. 


Taylor, chairman of the Joinl 
Chiefs of Staff, to sayi these top 
military men consider the Unitec 
States "clearly ahead" of the So- 
viets "in the ability to wage stra 
tegic war" and that it is probably 
ahead "in the ability to wage tac- 
tical war." 


Under the combined testimony 


of these three men any opposition 
left in the Senate seemed badly 
melted. 


The three didn't say they iiud 


compared notes before testifying. 
But Sen. Richard B. Russell, D- 
Ga., thought it odd that all three 
expressed fear that "euphoria" in 
the West over the treaty might re- 
duce its vigilance. 


The dictionary! defines euphoria 


as a "feeling of well-being or ela- 
tion, specially one that is ground- 
less." Yet, nothing could do more 
to give the West a feeling of ela- 
tion than the testimony of Rusk.

Russell said he was "consumed

Martial Law 
for 2 Cities 
in Viet Nam

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP)—Pres- 


ident Ngo Dinh Diem's govern- 
ment clamped martial law on two 
major Vietnamese cities today in 
the wake of another Buddhist sui- 
cide by fire—the third this week. 


Martial law was imposed on the 


central Viet Nam capital of Hue, 
where the latest burning occurred 
early today, and on the coastal 
city of Nhatrang, where Vietna- 
mese troops quelled a big demon- 
stration with tear gas. 


Reliable sources said U.S. mili- 


tary personnel had been restrict- 
ed to their barracks from dusk to 
dawn in both cities, which1 are 
centers of U.S. military advisory 
groups. 


All. Vietnamese in Hue except 


'civil! servants and troops were or- 
dered to stay indoors. 


Tension reached 
a new pitch 


when 
a 
71-year-old 
Buddhist 


monk, Thich Tieu Dieu, burned 
himself to death at 4 a.m. in 
Hue's biggest pagoda. It was the 
fifth such ritual suicide in two 
months in the Buddhist campaign 
against the government of Diem, 
a Roman Catholic. 


Several 
hundred 
government 


troops ringed the Tu Dam pagoda 
but did not try to enter th'e build- 
ing, where Buddhists guarded the 
monk's body. 


The burning apparently was or- 


ganized by! the Buddhist hierar- 
chy. Two young Buddhists who 
burned themselves to death this 
week acted independently. 


The old monk announced over 


a loudspeaker from his pagoda 
Thursday 
night that he would 


commit suicide in support of 
Buddhist demands for civil and 
religious rights they claim are de- 
nied them by Diem.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev is believed to 
be under domestic as well as for- 
eign pressures 
to reach 
new 


agreements with the United States 
and its allies for easing tensions 
and reducing the dangers of war. I 


This belief evidently underlies 


the cautious optimism indicated 
by Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
at his news conference Friday 
that further East-West accords, 
following up the nuclear test ban 
success, may be possible. 


Rusk particularly cited the pos- 


sibility of working out a system 
for stationing observers in key 
transportation centers of the great 
powers to guard1 against the dan- 
ger of surprise attack. 


At: the same time he warned 


that the hopeful situation could 
be turned upside down "by to- 
morrow morning", and added: 
"We just have to keep working 
at it to see what can happen." 


Rusk was in the Soviet Union 


a week ago and held policy talks 
with Khrushchev and Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko. 


He is scheduled to meet Gro- 


myko in New York next month for 
further discussions on the next 
round of U.S.-Soviet negotiations 
to reduce tensions. Meanwhile, he 
is directing consultations with the 
United 
States' 
North 
Atlantic 


Treaty Organization allies on a 
possible nonaggression pact with 
Soviet bloc countries and on re- 
lated issues. 
.Rusk said he believes the So- 
viet Union "has some real inter- 
est in this test ban treaty and in 
exploring these matters (issues of 
possible future agreement) fur- 
ther." 


"I think the argument between 


Moscow and' Peking about the role 
of thermonuclear war in the mod- 
ern world is a serious argument," 
Rusk declared. 


"1 believe that the Soviet Union 


doe* , haye, as all of us have, 
some great unfinished tasks for 
its own people in which it would 
iikc to make substantially large 
investment." 


Rusk's reference to the conflict

Cuban Sugar 
Mill Bombed 
by a Plane 


MIAMI,, Fla. (AP)—One uniden- 


tified plane bombed and strafed 
a Cuban sugar mill Thursday and 
another flew over a refinery at 
Havana this morning, the Cuban 
radio reported. 


Antiaircraft batteries went into 


action today when a plane flew 
over the Nico Lopez refinery in 
Havana Bay, formerly the U.S.

around the circle 


from that opinion. We now depend' 
on man to back up the automatic 
systems rather than using the au- 
.amatic systems alone." 


He said in the future there will 


be a blending of pilot and auto- 
matic systems. 


"By experience we have ar- 


rived at what we think is a proper 
mixture," Kraft said. "Man is the 
deciding element. 


He cited the action of astronauts 


John H. Glenn Jr., Malcolm Scott 
Carpenter, Walter M, Schirra Jr., 
and Leroy Gordon Cooper Jr. in 
overcoming problems that cropped 
up during their flights. Three of 
them had to exercise manual con- 
trol during the critical re-entry 
maneuver. 


Mercury ended with Cooper's

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Soviet Silent 
as U.S. Brags 
of Strength

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Ken- 


nedy administration is doing an 
astonishing job—without anyi com- 
plaint from Russia—of telling the 
world the United States is far 
more powerful' than the Soviets. 


t Top men in the administration, 
in testimony before Senate com- 
mittees considering the limited 
nuclear test ban treaty, have pro- 
claimed one after another Ameri- 
can nuclear superiority. 


And not a word from Premier 


Khrushchev. 


'From Geneva The Associated 


Press reported that diplomatic 
sources said Russia last week 
promised this country it would not 
try to exploit in any way Senate 
debate 
over 
approval 
of 
the 


treaty. 


This kind of Russian coopera- 


tion,, to get American approval of 
a'treaty which Russia wants as 
much as the Kennedy administra- 
tion, is probably unprecedented, 
at least in recent history. 


Russian agreement to the treaty 


is' even more unusual—if it, too, 
thinks the United States has such 
superiority—since the treaty, by 
banning all tests except under- 
ground,, makes Russian efforts to 
catch up more difficult. 


'Together the Senate hearings 


and debate will take perhaps a 
month or more. That's a long 
time for Khrushchev'to keep qui- 
et' while the United States goes 
unchallenged in telling the world 
Russia is second-best. 


This silence can hardly last for- 


ever and probably won't any 
longer than it takes the Senate to 
Rive its approval. Russia might 
make that approval much more 
doubtful 
if it 
began 
shouting 


counterclaims now. 


Secretary of State'Dean Rusk, 


for instance, said'this'country has 


• held communism 
in 
check ' 18 


years by the "deterrent' force' of 
our massive roiJitar& ^strength.."..:; 


And he'added; "We"shall main- 


tain that overwhelming strength 
until we "are certain that freedom 
can be assured'by other means." 
' And even though Rusk 'played 
badminton with Khrushchev last 
week, he didn't hesitate to express 
less than 
complete confidence 


Khrushchev wouldn't cheat on the 
treaty. He said he couldn't guar- 
antee it wouldn't happen. 


Secretary of Defense Robert S. 


McNamara was even more em- 
phatic. He said flatly American 
nuclear forces "are manifestly su- 
perior." He assured his listeners 
this superiority 
would! be pro- 


longed rather than diminished by 
the treaty. 


Even in testing underground, 


the only kind the treaty permits 
and the kind President Kennedy 
said this country will definitely 
continue, 
McNamara 
said this 


country "has had substantially 
more experience." 


Therefore, he said, the agree- 


ment would "at least retard So- 
viet progress and prolong the dur- 
ation of our technological super- 
iority." He went even further. He 
expressed the opinion that the in- 
crease in American superiority 
over the last four years probably 
made the Soviet Union decide to 
agree to the test ban. 


Next came Gen. Maxwell D. 


Taylor, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, to say] these top 
military men consider the United 
States "clearly ahead" of the So- 
viets "in the ability to wage stra- 
tegic war" and that it is probably 
ahead "in the ability to wage tac- 
tical! war." 


Under the combined testimony 


of these three men any opposition 
left in the Senate seemed badly 
melted. 


The three didn't say they hud 


compared notes before testifying. 
But Sen. Richard B. Russell, D- 
Ga., thought it odd that all three 
expressed fear that "euphoria" in 
the West over the treaty might re- 
duce its vigilance. 


The dictionary' defines euphoria 


as a "feeling of well-being or ela- 
tion, specially one that is ground- 
less." Yet, nothing could do more 
to give the West a feeling of ela- 
tion than the testimony of Rusk.

Russell said he was "consumed 


with curiosity" about how the 
word got into the testimony of all 
three men but he said "it's firmly 
established now" and "we'll have 
euphoria all around us."

No trial 
date was set. 


The eighth, who testified before 


the jury after signing a waiver of 
immunity from possible prosecu- 
tion will be arraigned Jater. His 
identity was not disclosed.

record low for the second day L 
a row. The reading this morning 
was 55, six degrees below the old 
record set in 1929. 


Batesville had the lowest read- 


ing in the state, however,, with a 
frosty 49. It was 50 at Gilbert. 


The Weather Bureau said the 


high pressure system was moving 
into the Ohio Valley and that 
some warming would be felt to- 
day and Saturday as winds re- 
turned to a southerly direction. 


A cold front moving southward 


from the plains states held! prom- 
ise of some widely scattered thun- 
dershowers over the weekend,, but 
was expected 
to dampen only 


about 30 per cent of western Ar- 
kansas and 15 per cent of the 
eastern portions of the state. 


High' temperatures Thursday 


were generally in the low to mid 
80s. 


Other overnight low readings in- 


cluded: 53 at Fayetteville, Brink- 
ley, Hope, Warren and Mountain 
Home, 54 at Keiser and El Do- 
rado and 55 at Walnut Ridge, 
C a m d e n, Marianna, Newport, 
P o r t l a n d , Stuttgart, Beaver, 
Greers Ferry and Mena. 


Highs of 84-92 were predicted 


for this afternoon, well below the 
record 107 for this date set in 
1943. Lows tonight were expected 
to be mostly in the 60s and highs 
of 90-96 were forecast for Satur- 
day. 


No rain was reported during 


the 24-hour period ending at 6 
a.m. 


Temperatures during the next 


five days were expected to aver- 
age two to four degrees below the 
normal highs of 92 and the normal 
lows of 70. 


Showers during the five-day pe- 


riod were expected to produce 
one-half inch to two inches of 
rainfall.

Martial Law 
for 2 Cities 
in Viet Nam

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP)—Pres- 


ident Ngo Dinh Diem's 
govern- 


ment clamped martial law on two 
major Vietnamese cities today in 
the wake of another Buddhist sui- 
cide by fire—the third this week. 


Martial law was imposed on the 


central Viet Nam capital of Hue, 
where the latest burning occurred 
early today, and on the coastal 
city of Nhatrang, where Vietna- 
mese troops quelled a big demon- 
stration with tear gas. 


Reliable sources said U.S. mili- 


tary personnel had been restrict- 
ed to their barracks from dusk to 
dawn in both cities, which are 
centers of U.S. military advisory 
groups. 


All/Vietnamese in Hue except 


civil! servants and1 troops were or- 
dered to stay indoors. 


Tension reached a new pitch 


when 
a 
71-year-old 
Buddhist 


monk, Thich Tieu Dieu, burned 
himself to death at 4 a.m. in 
Hue's biggest pagoda. It was the 
fifth such ritual suicide in two 
months in the Buddhist campaign 
against the government of Diem, 
a Roman Catholic. 


Several 
hundred 
government 


troops ringed the Tu Dam pagoda 
but did not try to enter th'e build- 
ing, where Buddhists guarded the 
monk's body. 


The burning apparently was or- 


ganized by! the Buddhist hierar- 
chy. Two young Buddhists who 
burned themselves to death this 
week acted independently. 


The old monk announced over 


a loudspeaker from his pagoda 
Thursday night that he would 
commit 
suicide in 
support of 


Buddhist demands for civil and 
religious rights they claim are de- 
nied them by Diem.

Pressure for 
Peace Is on 
"Mister K"

WASHINGTON (AP) — Soviet 


Premier .Khrushchev.is.believcd .to 
be under domestic as well as for- 
eign pressures 
to reach 
new 


agreements with the United States 
anil its allies for easing tensions 
and reducing the dangers of war. 


This belief evidently underlies 


the cautious ' optimism indicated 
by Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
at his news conference Friday 
that further East-West accords, 
following up the nuclear test ban 
success, may be possible. 


Rusk particularly cited the pos- 


sibility of working out a system 
for stationing observers in key 
transportation centers of the great 
powers to guard1 against the dan- 
ger of surprise attack. 


Ab the same time he warned 


that the hopeful situation could 
be turned upside down "by to 
morrow morning", and added: 
"We just have to keep working 
at it to see what can happen.' 


Rusk was in the Soviet Union 


a week ago and held policy talks 
with Khrushchev ancf Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko, 


He is scheduled to meet Gro- 


myko in New York next month for 
further discussions on the nex( 
round of U.S.-Soviet negotiations 
to reduce tensions. Meanwhile, he 
is directing consultations with the 
United 
States' 
North 
Atlantic 


Treaty Organization allies on a 
possible nonaggression pact will 
Soviet bloc countries and on re 
latccl issues. 


,Rusk said he believes the So 
viet Union "has some real inter 
est in this test ban treaty and in 
exploring these matters (issues o 
possible future agreement) 
fur 


ther." 


"I think the argument betweci 


Moscow and1 Peking about the role 
of thermonuclear war in the mod 
ern world is a serious argument,' 
Rusk declared. 


. "| believe that the Soviet Unioi 


doe* , have, as all of us have 
some great unfinished tasks fo 
its own people in which it wouk 
like to make substantially large 
investment." 


Rusk's reference to the conflic 


beteen the Soviet Union and Red 
China was in line with a view 
widely held by top government of 
ficials that Khrushchev is serious 
ly worried about the growing hos 
tility in the Red' Chinese leaders 
toward 
the Kremlin and feels 


that he should improve his rela 
tions with the West and demon 
strate that his policy of peacefu 
coexistence can produce results. 


The dispute over thermonucleai 


war is a fundamental issue of the 
conflict. Khrushchev argues tha 
the Communists cannot afford to 
use major war as an instrumen 
for spreading revolution. 


The Chinese contend that grea 


risks are necessary and thai wai 
is probably inevitabl'e in the proc 
ess. 


Rusk did not spell out what eco 


nomic pressures he sees operat 
ing on Khrushchev, but his gener 
a) comment was in line with wha 
well-informed 
officials say pri 


vately. Their view is that Khrush 
chev must find some way of re 
ducing military costs and the mil 
itary drain on Soviet industrial re 
sources if he is to expand the 
civilian economy and increase ac 
tivities in the light industry and 
consumer goods fields. 


This evidently was what Rusk 


had in mind in referring to "grea 
unfinished tasks."

MIAMI,, Fla. (AP)—One uniden- 


tified plane bombed and strafed 
a Cuban sugar mill Thursday and 
another flew over a refinery at 
Havana this morning, the Cuban 
radio reported. 


Antiaircraft batteries went into 


action today when a plane flew 
over the Nico Lopez refinery in 
Havana Bay, formerly the U.S. 
Esso refinery. The plant was na- 
tionalized by the Castro regime 
in 1960. 


The broadcast said heavy anti- 


aircraft fire forced the plane to 
change its course away 
from 


Cuba. Its nationality was not re- 
ported. 


Another broadcast, quoting an 


armed forces ministry communi- 
que, said a small private plane 
attacked the Bolivia sugar mill in 
Camaguey Province at 4:05 a.m. 
Thursday, strafing it and drop- 
ping two 50-pound bombs from 
an altitude between 450 and 600 
feet. 


Only one of the bombs explod- 


ed, the report said, and it did no 
damage. The plane flew north- 
ward after completing its mission. 


The sugar mill is located at 


Moron, in an area where some 
guerrilla activity has been re- 
ported.

great deal of doubt about man's 
usefulness in space. We now have 
come to the point which is exactly 
180 degrees around the 
circle 


from that opinion. We now depend! 
on man to back up the automatic 
systems rather than using the au- 
tomatic systems alone." 


He said in the future there will 


be a blending of pilot and auto- 
malic systems. 


"By experience we have ar- 


rived at what we think is a proper 
mixture," Kraft said.

Forced Out 
by Race Issue

One evening last spring at a 


meeting of the Board of Deacons 
of the Baptist Church in the com- 
munity of Linden. Ala., someone 
asked 
a 
hypothetical 
question: 


What would happen if a Negro 
sought membership? 


The Rev. Joe Patterson, then 


pastor, promptly replied that to 
bar 
a person bocause 
of color 


would "reduce the church, which 
was founded by Christ to be a 
universal and redemptive fellow- 
ship, to nothing more than a social 
club." 


His viewpoint brought sharply 


conflicting reaction from the con- 
gregation. Rather than "tear up 
the church." the Rev. Mr. Pat- 
terson resigned, effective June 29. 


Such cases have become in- 


creasingly frequent 


Numerous pastors in the South, 


and a few in the North, have left 
their pulpits under varying de- 
grees of pressure because of their 
stands against racial segregation. 


The total number is unknown, 


since the reason for ministerial 
departures ordinarily is not spec- 
ified when such conflicts are in- 
volved, church officials say. 


However, reports have turned 


up more than a score of clergy- 
men who have left their pulpits 
since early spring under fire for 
their stands on race relations. 


In some instances, there have 


been physical attacks, harassing 
telephone 
calls, 
tire-slashings, 


Usually, however, the objections 
are registered by chilly attitudes 
and thinning church attendance. 


Largest Christian bodies in the 


South are the Methodist Church 
and the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 


The Rev. Dr. Albert McClellan 


of Nashville, Tenn., a Southern 
Baptist executive, says he knows 
definitely of only three pastors 
forced out of their pulpits recently 
over the race question 


But he said there could be many 


more, and that he knew of several 
others who resigned voluntarily 
because they felt they couldn't 
preach forthrightly on the racial 
problem. 


While some have remained si- 


lent in order to continue what 
service they could in peace,, the 
Rev. 
Mr. McClellan said, still oth- 


ers "have spoken out in love for 
racial reconciliation." 


In Mississippi Methodist Bishop 


Marvin Franklin said "a little 
more than usual left last year. 


"But we haven't had an enor- 


mous number leave," he added. 
"A lot of them found better posi- 
tions. I think we've" had others 
leave partly on account of the ra- 
cial situation."

Bishop Franklin's conference who 
last January signed a "statement 
of conviction" against racial dis- 
crimination 19 have moved on to 
other posts.

The House Ways and Means

corporate income taxes, startin'g 
in part next Jan. 1. 


But already some congressional 


leaders are examining an em- 
balming needle, just in case. 


The tax-cut action was a sudden 


burst of energy from a committee 
which has been pondering the bill 
since President Kennedy first of- 
fered it Jan. 24. 


At that time he also asked Con- 


gress for broad tax reforms. He 
wanted the cuts and the reforms 
to go together. 


The committee proved 
more 


agreeable about the cut than, the 
reforms. Yet, for most of. 1963,, 
this had been Kennedy's biggest 
program. 


The spotlight was captured by 


the civil righ.ts1 bill he offered 
later, although even he hadn't an- 
ticipated the need for it earlier in 
the year. 


Committee approval of the tax- 


cut bill, hpwever, was just a first 
step. 


Now it goes to the rules com- 


mittee before reaching the full 
House for a vote. This takes time. 
Perhaps the House will get around 
to voting in September. 


Once through the House—if it 


gets through the House—the bill 
moves over to the Senate for the) 
full treatment. 


That means weeks of hearings 


in the Senate itself for a vote. 


But Republican Seriate leader 


Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois, a 
member of the finance commit- 
tee, has doubts Congress will cut 
taxes this year. 


"It is not unwarranted." he 


skid "to think this matter might 
go over until next year." He 
thought action might be blocked 
by a civil rights filibuster—a view 
also expressed by Sen.

The court's decision—expected 


later in the session—may tell the 
other states and the other fed* 
eral courts just what the Supreme 
Court expects them to do. 


Although the Supreme Court, ir, 
( 


a March 26, 1962, decision, said 
that federal courts have jurisdic- 
tion in cases where citizens com- 
plain about legislative districting, 
the court left a number of ques- 
tions unanswered. It may answer 
them now. 


Or, if it doesn't answer thd( 


questions in these four cases, the 
court likely will1—if and when it 
akes up a case involving the 
Oklahoma Legislature. 


Last July 17, a three-judge fed- 
ral court in Oklahoma City or- 
dered the reapportionment of both 
houses of the Oklahoma Legisla- 
ure on the basis of population 
and nothing else.

The Oklahoma decision is sig- 


nificant because it seems to an- 
swer two questions most often 
asked about reapportionment: 


1. Is the "little federal system"

2. If a house is apportioned by 


population, how strictly does it 
nave to follow population? Do oth- 
er factors—geography, tradition, 
area—have a right to be consid- 
ered? 


Reports from Associated Press 


bureaus throughout the country 
show that 31 state legislatures, un- 
der the prodding of the court's 
1962 decision! and1 the drive' by1 the 
cities and- suburbs, have taken* 
some steps to redistrict since the 
1960 
census. 


But,, in the eyes of the critics, 


these often have been no more 
than token steps. AP bureau re- 
ports show that federal! suits de- 
manding fair apportionment have 
been filed in 29 states, 16 of them 
in states where the legislatures 
have taken steps. 


So .far, the survey shows, there ^ 


has been little change in the bal-1*' 
ance of power. Rural areas still 
dominate most state legislatures. 


The reapportionment picture is 


further complicated by the fact 
that the governors of Illinois, In- 
diana, Rhode Island and Wiscon- 
sin vetoed reapportionment bills 
passed by the legislatures. In 
these cases, the

largely political1, with the gover- 
nor belonging to one party and^f 
the legislature controlled by an- 
other.
